To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Northfleet  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953  upon  the 
public  health  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Northfleet. 

Population.  There  was  an  increase  of  130  in  the  Registrar  Generals  estimate, 
from  19,150  in  1952  to  19,280  for  the  present  year. 

Birth  Rate.  The  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  334,  an  increase  of  54  over 
the  previous  year,  giving  a  rate  for  the  district  of  17.32— the  highest  for  the  past 
five  years.  _  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15.5. 

The  still-birth  figure  is  low,  at  5  in  number,  providing  a  rate  of  14.74  which 
compares  most  favourably  with  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  which  is  22.4. 

General  Death  Rate.  Northfleet’s  death  rate  for  1953  was  10.63  per  thousand 
of  the  population  ;  the  number  of  deaths  being  205.  Both  these  figures  are  the 
lowest  for  the  past  4  years.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.4. 

Natural  Increase  of  the  Population.  With  Northfleet ’s  large  number  of  births 
and  low  deaths  the  natural  increase  in  population  for  the  year  shows  the  excellent 
figure  of  129  births  in  excess  of  the  deaths. 

Infant  Mortality.  Ihe  rate  for  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  is  low  at  14.97, 
the  rate  for  the  whole  country  being  26.8.  The  actual  number  of  infants  who  died 
during  the  year  was  5.  This  figure  is  extremely  good,  and  shows  a  remarkable 
improvement  over  those  for  1951  and  1952,  which  were  11  and  12  respectively. 

Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area.  Following  my  usual  custom,  I  have 
included  a  summary  of  the  local  health  services  available.  These  services  are 
administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  I  have 
also  included  an  up-to-date  time-table  in  the  form  of  an  Appendix  to  the  report. 
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Infectious  Disease.  The  statements  showing  the  incidence  of  notifiable  disease 
follows  the  form  of  previous  years.  The  figures  call  for  no  especial  comment.  Scarlet 
fever  and  measles  were  rather  more  prevalent  then  in  the  previous  year,  but  no 
significance  is  attached  to  the  increase. 

Deaths  from  tuberculosis  continue  to  remain  at  their  low  level,  the  year’s  rate 
for  Northfleet  being  0.25,  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  of  0.20  persons 
per  thousand.  Both  these  figures  are  good. 


Sanitary  Circumstances.  The  water  supply  during  the  year  remained  abundant 
and  wholesome.  Work  of  construction  of  the  trunk  sewer,  ultimately  serving 
the  rural  parts  of  the  district  on  the  southern  boundary,  is  now  in  progress  ;  the 
immediate  purpose  of  the  present  scheme  is  to  provide  drainage  facilities  for  the 
Council’s  new  housing  estate  on  the  Painter’s  Ash  site,  and  provision  has  been  made 
in  the  design  of  the  sewer  for  draining  the  Council’s  rural  areas  and  parts  of  the 
neighbouring  Rural  District  Council’s  parishes. 


Housing.  Included  in  the  report  is  a  statement  showing  that  24  unfit  dwellings 
were  either  closed  or  demolished  during  the  year  ;  and  the  final  form  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment’s  proposals  to  deal  with  repair  of  existing  houses  is  awaited  with  interest. 


Atmospheric  Pollution.  1953  was  a  year  notable  for  a  marked  increase  in  criticism 
of  the  cement  dust  nuisance,  culminating  in  a  Conference  attended  by  all  interested 
parties  in  the  Thames-side  area.  At  the  Conference  it  was  acknowledged  that  in¬ 
creased  nuisance  from  cement  dust  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 
Reasons  advanced  for  the  increase  were  climatic  conditions— fogs,  absence  of  rain 
and  wind  ;  a  breakdown  of  dust-arresting  plants  in  the  works  (five  precipitators  out 
of  23  were  out  of  commission  due  to  repair)  and  despite  this  there  existed  overall 
urgent  demands  upon  the  industry  which  required  that  cement  kilns  were  kept  at 
full  productive  capacity  throughout  the  period. 

It  was  stated  that  in  future  overhauls  of  the  plant  and  repairs  would,  as  far  as 
possible,  be  staggered,  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  the  circumstances,  and  it  was  decided  to 
initiate  a  system  for  the  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  area  of  the 
Thames-Side  Committee  for  the  Abatement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Northfleet  has  one  standard  deposit  gauge  in  operation  under  this  scheme, 
and  I  have  included  a  copy  of  the  results  obtained  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  again  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  encourage¬ 
ment  afforded  me  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  and  to  extend  to  my  fellow  officers 
and  staff  my  appreciation  of  their  co-operation  and  loyalty.

The  level  of  the  ground  is  approximately  o  feet  above  sea  level  on  the 
northern  boundary  and  rises  to  approximately  300  feet  on  the  southern  boundary.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

The  hospital  and  specialist  services,  including  institutions  for  the  chronic  sick, 
mental  homes,  maternity  homes,  convalescent  homes,  chest  clinics  and  out-patients 
departments  are  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  set  up  by  the  Minister 
of  Health.  The  South-East  Metropolitan  Regional  Board  is  responsible  for  all  hospitals 
in  Kent,  but  for  day-to-day  administration  Hospital  Management  Committees  have 
been  set  up  to  deal  with  groups  of  hospitals.  Generally  speaking  admission  to 
hospital  is  a  matter  for  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  patient  and  he  will  make  arrange¬ 
ments  direct  with  the  hospital  authorities,  calling  upon  the  County  Ambulance 
Service  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital  where  this  is  considered  necessary. 


NURSERY  SCHOOL. 

The  Northfleet  Nursery  School  provides  accommodation  for  the  daily  care  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  3  and  5  years.  Priority  is  given  to  the  children  of  mothers 
who  must  go  to  work  in  order  to  supplement  insufficient  wages;  widows,  children 
living  in  unhealthy,  cramped  home  conditions;  or  where  a  doctor  recommends 
admittance  because  of  unsuitable  home  life.  The  staff  is  trained  to  deal  with 
difficult  children  who  need  more  phychological  understanding  than  that  provided 
at  home. 

Hours  of  attendance  at  the  Nursery  School  are  from  9  a.m.  to  3.30  p.111.  with 
normal  school  holiday  periods.  Meals  are  provided  for  the  sum  of  2/6d.  per  week.  In 
addition  to  the  ordinary  diet,  Ministry  of  Health  Cod  Liver  Oil  Compound,  Orange 
Juice  and  two-thirds  of  a  pint  of  milk  is  given. 

At  present  40  children  are  accommodated  at  the  Nursery — most  of  them  being 
from  the  Northfleet  area— Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  (Mrs.  Dowker),  at  the  Northfleet  Nursery  School,  London  Road,  Northfleet. 
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NORTHFLEET  OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE  COMMITTEE 


The  Northfleet  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  formed  during  1951,  was  active 
throughout  the  past  year. 

The  Committee  is  composed  of  18  members  from  various  local  organisations, 
and  is  maintained  by  voluntary  subscriptions  and  grants  from  charitable  organisations. 

It  is  affiliated  to  the  Kent  Council  of  Social  Service,  and  its  objects  are  to  provide 
facilities  for  physical  and  mental  recreation,  the  relieving  of  poverty,  distress  or  sick¬ 
ness  and  the  pursuing  of  any  objects  of  a  charitable  nature  not  otherwise  provided 
for  by  statutory  authorities  or  local  organisations. 

The  Committee  distributed  90  parcels  to  old  folk  at  Christmas.  Six  outings 
were  arranged,  and  through  the  good  services  of  the  Gravesend  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  it  was  possible  to  use  their  coach  on  a  further  six  occasions  for  outings. 

The  scheme  inaugurated  during  1951  to  provide  a  chiropodist  at  reduced  fees 
continues  to  operate,  and  in  addition  the  chiropodist  visits  folk  in  their  own 
homes,  where  necessary. 

The  Committee  sponsored  the  opening  of  the  Forget-Me-Not  Club  to  meet  the 
needs  of  old  people  in  the  Perry  Street  area,  and  it  is  proving  most  successful. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  is  Mrs.  I.  Walter  of  44,  Seymour  Road,  Northfleet 
and  the  Chairman  is  Mr.  P.  Barker  of  6,  Fiveash  Road,  Northfleet. 

NORTHFLEET  DIAMOND  JUBILEE  SAMARITAN  FUND 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  report  on  the  work  of  the  Fund  during  the 
year  1953,  submitted  by  Mr.  W.  P.  Grant,  Hon.  Secretary  Northfleet  Diamond 
Jubilee  Samaritan  Fund  (one  of  the  two  Voluntary  Nursing  Associations  remaining 
in  Kent).

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Nurses  during  the  year  is  8,915,  which  is 
2.379  more  than  last  Year>  an(i  tlie  lar£est  an(i  smallest  weekly  totals  are  223  and  131. 

The  number  of  patients  (210)  is  the  largest  number  ever  attended  by  our  Nurses, 
and  is  40  more  than  last  year.  The  number  cured  or  relieved  is  half  as  large  again, 
and  the  number  of  deaths  is  lower,  and  includes  16  who  died  between  the  ages  of 
70  and  79,  and  10  between  80  and  89  and  1  over  90,  which  means  that  a  larger  number 
of  very  old  people  have  been  well  nursed  and  comforted  at  the  end  of  their  long  lives. 

The  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  good  work  of 
Mrs.  D.  Paine  and  Mrs.  M.  P.  O’Flynn,  whose  work  has  also  received  the  approval 
of  the  County  Superintendent.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION. 
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VACCINATION. 


We  do  not  possess  any  natural  immunity  against  plague  (Black  Death),  and 
little  against  smallpox — in  fact,  now  that  vaccination  is  no  longer  compulsory,  we 
possess  less  against  smallpox  that  we  did  during  the  war. 

As  John  Drew  points  out,  we  have  to  thank  our  island  position  and  the  con¬ 
scientious  work  of  the  members  of  our  Medical  and  Sanitaiy  services  at  our  sea  and 
air  ports,  and  the  close  liaison  maintained  between  the  staff  at  these  ports  and  the 
M.O.H’s  of  local  Sanitary  Authorities  that  the  diseases  do  not  gain  entrance  to 

our  lands. 

I  cannot  overstress  the  importance  of  mothers  having  their  babies  vaccinated — 
especially  those  residing  on  the  estuary  of  the  Thames.  We  never  know  when  a 
case  of  virulent  smallpox  will  arrive  by  sea.

CIRCULAR  2831— PROMOTION  OF  CLEANLINESS,  GOOD  HABITS 
AND  THE  ELIMINATION  OF  VERMINOUS  CONDITIONS. 

Cleansing  Station,  Brook  Vale,  Northfleet,  is  adapted  for  the  cleansing  of 
verminous  persons,  lethane  is  used  in  cases  of  infestation  of  head.  Clothing  is 
disinfected  by  steam  whilst  patients  are  undergoing  treatment.

In  this  case  no  other  suitable  steps  had  been  or  were  being  made  for  the  disposal  of 
the  body. 
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D.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  AREA 

Water  Supply. 

The  public  supply  to  Northfleet  is  provided  by  two  wells  situated  at  the  Pumping 
Station,  Downs  Road,  owned  by  the  Gravesend  and  Milton  Water  Company,  one 
being  a  deep  well  sunk  in  chalk  and  the  other  a  borehole  sunk  to  a  depth  of  eight 
hundred  feet  to  obtain  water  from  the  green  sand  stratum. 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  dechlorinated  at  the  source,  and  samples  of  raw 
water  and  treated  water,  before  going  into  supply,  are  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  at  regular  monthly  intervals,  and  a  chemical  analysis  at  three  monthly 
intervals.  Altogether,  during  the  year,  a  total  of  23  samples  of  untreated  and  24  of 
treated  water  were  submitted  to  the  County  Daboratories  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion,  and  three  samples  were  examined  by  the  County  Analyst;  details  of  all  the  reports 
of  the  samples  are  included  in  the  Appendix. 

It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of 

contamination. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  from  the  public 
mains  with  an  internal  piped  supply.  Sixteen  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  by 
means  of  standpipes  in  the  yard.  These  houses  are  old,  and  when  circumstances 
permit,  it  is  proposed  to  make  representations  under  the  Housing  Act  for  the  pioperties 
to  be  included  in  Clearance  Areas. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  work  on  the  construction  of  the  trunk  sewer  which  will  ultimately  serve 
the  rural  parts  of  the  district  situated  on  the  southern  boundary  is  now  in  progress. 

The  present  contract  provides  for  the  laying  of  a  3'  by  2'  egg-shaped  sewer, 
commencing  on  the  south  side  of  Watling  Street  at  its  junction  with  Hog  Dane,  and 
continuing  to  Pepper  Hill  Dane.  From  there  the  sewer  will  be  laid  in  Springhead 
Road,  terminating  at  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  at  Brookvale. 

The  immediate  purpose  of  the  present  scheme  is  to  provide  drainage  facilities 
for  the  Council’s  new  housing  estates  on  the  Painter’s  Ash  site,  but  provision  has 
been  made  in  the  design  of  the  sewer  for  the  reception  of  sewage  from  the  Council’s 
rural  areas  and  parts  of  the  neighbouring  Rural  District  Councils’  parishes.

During  the  year  the  Government  issued  a  White  Paper,  “  Houses,  the  Next  Step,” 
outlining  comprehensive  proposals  for  dealing  with  the  condition  of  existing  housing. 
The  proposals  will  require  legislation,  and  it  is  announced  that  statutory  powers 
will  be  sought  in  a  Bill  which  will  be  introduced  as  early  as  possible. 


THE  CEMENT  DUST  NUISANCE 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Chief  Alkali  Inspector  to  the 
Thames-Side  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Abatement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution, 
relating  to  the  number  of  electrical  precipitators  on  the  Thames-Side  as  at  the  13th 
August,  1953  : — 

“Alpha  Cement  Ltd.,  Metropolitan  Works  Two  kilns  each  provided  with  an 
electrical  precipitator  (there  were  originally  three  kilns  but  one  has  been  dismantled 
this  year  and  taken  away  from  the  Thames-side  ;  there  is  thus  a  precipitator  without 
a  kiln  ;  the  fate  of  this  precipitator  is  as  yet  undecided). 

“Tunnel  Portland  Cement  Co.  Ltd.,  W.  Thurrock  There  are  seven  kilns  and 
six  electrical  precipitators.  The  smallest  kiln  is  without  precipitator.  Over  90% 
of  the  throughput  is  covered  by  electrical  precipitators  (there  were  when  operations 
were  resumed  at  this  works  after  the  war  three  small  and  old  kilns  Nos.  1,  2  and  3. 
An  arrangemeus  was  made  that  no  pressure  would  be  put  on  the  Company  to  fit 
electrical  precipitators  to  these  three  kilns,  but  as  and  when  they  reached  the  end  of 
their  useful  life  they  would  be  replaced  by  rather  larger  kilns  fitted  with  precipitators. 
Two  such  kilns,  2A  and  3A  have  been  so  erected. 

“B.P.C.M.  Ltd.,  Wouldham  Works,  Grays  Two  of  the  three  kilns  are  fitted  with 
precipitators,  75%  of  the  throughput  being  covered. 

“A.P.C.M.  Ltd.,  Kent  Works  : — Four  kilns  and  four  precipitators. 

“B.P.C.M.  Ltd.,  Johnsons  Works  : — Four  kilns  and  four  precipitators. 

“A.P.C.M.  Ltd.,  Swanscombe  — Four  kilns  and  three  operative  precipitators. 
One  precipitator  derelict  and  useless  :  to  be  replaced. 

“A.P.C.M.  Ltd.,  Bevan  Works  — Four  kilns:  No  external  means  of  dust  arrestment. 

As  a  round  working  figure  you  can  take  it  that  about  80%  of  the  throughput 
is  covered  by  electrical  precipitators. 

I  have  ignored  the  small  kilns  on  natural  draught  which  are  responsible  for  only 
some  2%  of  the  total  make/'

to  the  13th  August  with  the  precipitator  by-passed  for  repair. 

The  same  precipitator  was  again  by-passed  on  the  27th  August  and  it  was  hoped 
the  additional  repairs  would  be  completed  in  about  10  days.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION

INFECTION  AND  DISINFECTION 

The  Northfleet.  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Strood  Rural  District 
Council  and  Swanscombe  Urban  District  Council  whereby  facilities  for  disinfection 
of  premises  and  articles  are  provided  by  the  Northfleet  Council,  on  a  rechargeable 
basis.  Infected  articles  are  treated  at  the  steam-disinfection  station  at  Brookvale 
Depot,  Northfleet,  and  the  premises  are  sprayed  with  formalin  solution  and  formal¬ 
dehyde  gas.  Transport  is  provided  by  Northfleet. 

During  the  year  218  visits  were  made  investigating  cases  of  infectious  disease 
and  supervising  the  work  of  disinfecting.  After  such  disinfection  it  is  emohasised 
to  the  householders  that  their  premises  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed.
